DELUGE BOOSTS 
RAIN TOTAL 


Foreeast: Clearing, 
Colder; Storm Floods 
Two Roads In County 


The rains came to El Dorado 
County Monday night, Tuesday and 
Tuesday night but Wednesday they 
had passed away again and the 
forecast was for clearing skies, cold- 
er temperatures and snow at high- 
'er levels. 

The storm drove the total rainfall 

for the season up to 43.71 inches as 
of eight o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, and an apparent cloudburst 
over the American River Canyon 
| Tuesday night sent the south fork 
‘out of its banks near Lotus and 
near Chile Bar, while at Fresh Pond, 
a freshet sweeping down the hill- 
side washed out a part of a fill 
on U. S. Route 50. 


Travel, interrupted, was soon re- 
| sumed, however, on all roads and re- 
ports Wednesday morning to the 
Placerville office of the California 
State Automobile Association told 
, Of six inches of snow on the Echo 
summit. The road was readily clear- 
ed by a snowplow and travel was 
restored. 

Twin Lakes observers reported 
eight inches of new snow with an 
eighty per cent water content to 
the P. G. & E. Compny offices. 

The state Division of Highways 
office at Smith Flat reported no re- 
quest had been made for two snow- 
plows in the yard. The summit snow 
removal is handled by the division 
offices at Truckee. 


The same source reported water 
over the road near Lotus Tuesday 
night as much as three feet as the 
river rose suddenly, presumably due 
to a coudburst over the higher 
reaches.

SACRAMENTO — Hundreds of 
former residents of other states now 


payment of California’s motor ve- 
hicle fees by registering their ve- 
hicles in their old home state, face 
the payment of fees and heavy pen- 
alties dating back to the date of 
their employment in this state. 

Acting upon instructions from 
Howard R. Philbrick, Director of 
Motor Vehicles, a close check-up is 
to be made of all suspected ve- 
hicles by officers of the California 
Highway Patrol it was announced 
this week. 

Any non-resident owner of a ve- 
hicle accepting gainful employment 
within California is considered a 
resident under the terms of sec- 
tion 216 of the California Vehicle 
Code. 

“In many instances, we have 
found persons who came to Cali- 
fornia from other states have con- 
tinued to register their vehicles 


#4 outside of California even though 


many of them are owners of estab- 
lished businesses here,” said Direct- 
or Philbrick in a request to Chief
